AN }RONCLA_D NAVY. 


Tho Government.- in 1861, • Seonns to 


Have Contemplated Sheaihlng all 


Vessels in Armor. 


["Boston Transcript.] 


The building; of an Ironclad navy was 


a task to which the government was 
beginning to address itself fifty years 
ago, A special commission of naval of- 
ficers had been appointed to consider 
;he feasibility of Ironclads for general 
ui.<?. In due time the commission report- 
ed in favor or building several typo 
vessel-i from plans proposed by private 
constructors. One of -these vessels was 
the famous Monitor. John Ericsson's 
cralt, which was to revolutionize navnl 
vijiislrucllon 
by its 
victory, three 


:i:"nl!)9 Inter, over the Merrimcic. In are- 
port submitted about December 10, the 
tommiBsion expressed the conviction 
mat the 
Monitor was worth' trying, 


provided. that the contractors made 
sond their offer to deliver over the craft 
reai^y to bo commissioned within 100 
d:iysof theawardlngof the contract. The 
government seems to have contemplat- 
ed sheathing the navy generally, so far 
as possible, in armor, for in the second 
\venk In December U Invited proposals 
for armor plate of three-inch ihlckne-sa 
Each plato was to be 15 feel in length, 
and so made as to conform to the shape 
of a vessel from atom to stern. These 
plates were to bo fastened to the tim- 
bera with conical-headed bolts of 114 
inches In diameter. Plainly, the RC-vern- 
menl intended to bolt the plates on lo 
wooden ships, which today seems an 
extraordinary thing to propose. In 1861, 
however. It was a hopefui experiment. 
The first 
sea-going ironclad, the 


French Glolre. was Bimply a wooden 
ship cut down and covered with rr.ull. 
So were many olher

shortly succeeded the Gloire, TJie Brit- 
ish had built the Warrior, which wns 
iron throughout, and what the Warrior 
would ilo ,K> the "Tfankocs" was one 
of tho belligerent pictures conjurofl -up 
by the British Imagination, excited -by 
the "Trent affair."
